Article I of the Federal 
Constitution g ran t s solo 
liower of impeachments to 
the House of Representatives, 
with the result that all im- 
peachment resolutions arc 
referred to this committee. 
Following the institution of 
any such proceedings in tin, 
HousO of Representativ 
the matter is then refer 
to. the United States Senate 
for the impeachment trial. 

In the 175 years of our na- 
tion's hislory, 12 Impeach; 
ment cases have been brought 
as a result of rccotumenda: 
(ions by the House Judiciary 
Commiilce. These included, 
of course, the impeachment 
trial of President Andrew 
Johnson in infill. Most of 
the other proceedings have 
involved Federal judges. The 
last such case was that of 
District Judge Daisied L. (til- 
ler of Florida who was re- 
moved from .office following 
an impeachment trial in 
April l!)3tt. 

In order to handle the vast 

volume of legislative work, 
the committee is divided into 
five subcommittees. ' With an 
effort lo divide the work load 
equally among the committee 
members, each committee 
member serves on I wo of 
such subcommittees, and all 
subcommittee action is re- 
ported only after review by 
the lull .Ti-membcr commit*- 
tee. 

In additi >n lo the commii- 
lce members, a staff director, 
a general counsel and six as- 
sistant counsels aid the com- 
mittee In its work. 

While the work of the 
committee is expected to be 
arduous during the present 
Congress, the opportunity lor 
interesting and const ruclive 
Congressional service was 
never greater.

"Mrs.'. Scott, I'm finished

These are sonic of the 
comments you wjould hear 
from , students at Antloeh 
Community High School who 
are taking Spanish. Gorman, 
Shorthand or Notohahd, The 
method of; instruction in 
those courses has changed 
substantially since Antiocb 
High has installed language 
laboratories. 

The Audio-Lingual method 
of instruction is now used In 
the foreign languages. In 
this method the focus of in- 
struction at the beginning of 
the courses Is on speaking 
the language rather than on 
memorizing rules of gram- 
mar. 

This is the way all of us 
learned to use English. As 
two year olds we were not 
taught grammar rules, we 
sjwply began imitating . the 
sounds we heard our parents 
make. It wasn't until later 
I hat we began learning rules 
to help us use our language 
more precisely. This Is, the 
method of instruction that 
can be nearly duplicated us- 
ing a language laboratory. 

In the lab, the teacher has 
a bank of tape/ recorders, 
usually three or /four, and a 
master console l/hal controls 
the recorders .and student 
stations. The .student sta- 
tions consist of a headset and 
microphone with volume con- 
trols for each. 

In using (he lab the teach- 
er plays "programs" for the 
students. A program might 
consist of a series of tape re- 
corded words or ph rases 
spoken by an expert in pro- 
nounciatinn and articulation. 
After" the student hears the 
word pronounced by Hie ex- 
pert he then pronounces the 
word during a. blank portion 
of tiio' tape. Once again the 
expert says the word to give 
the student a chance to 
check his pronouneintioii 
with the export's. 

While the students ore re- 
sponding to the program the 
classroom teacher can listen 
in on individual students to 
give more intense drill on n 
particular sound. If tho 
teacher feels that (he student 
is having difficulties with the 
present program he might 
switch him to an easier pro- 
gram for review, purposes. 
In, this way students can re- 
ceive much more individual 
help by the teacher than un- 
der more traditional methods 
of instruction. 

Antiocb Community High 
School presently lias four 
language laboratories: one 
each for German. Spanish. 
Shorthand, and a general lab- 
oratory in the library. 

The library laboratory, 
installed just Ibis year, is 
unique in that students have 
an opportunity to use their 
study periods for improving 
(heir verbal ability during 
non-class time. Unlike the 
classroom situation, the li- 
brary installation has no 
teacher present, only student 
operators to run the record- 
ers. Antiocb is one of the 
first schools in (he area to 
offer this type of laboratory 
situation to its students. 

It has been proven by 
many educational studies 
that language laboratories in- 
crease (be learning process

anywhere ifrom 22% to '50%.

H not, who looked 
after the child the rest of the 
time? How much did you 
pay for the care of the child?

Fifteen years have -"comb 
and gone since the people of 
thisicountry decided to stop 
merely talking about heart 
disease and ito . iatarl 'Holng 
something about It/ A^ truly 
massive w research assault 
Was launched against thls^- 
;thelforemostjhealth^pr6blem 
of our time— In 1050, Iri^hcsc 
15 -years, show far have we 
progressed? ?What ' hasnbeen 
accomplished? [ J 
■ Today/we have statistical 
evidence that we' may -have 
turned the. corner in our .ef- 
fort to protect the hearts of 
American men In their prime 
years of 45 through .64. 
Here, since 1050, there has 
been a relatively sustained 
decline in the death rate from 
cardiovascular disease, which 
adds up to about 7Vj^r.? 
. To appreciate the signifi- 
cance of this decline, it must 
be realized that prior to lOfft 
• the cardiovascular death rate 
had been spiraltng up. Sur- 
prisingly, the decline was 
achieved despite a 4.3. per 
Cent increase in the death 
rate from heart attack 
among men in this aye 
bracket. But the rate of 
death from high blood pres- 
sure and the heart' disease 
It- causes dropped 40.il per 
cent, and that from stroke 
25.8 per cent. These dra- 
matic improvements wore 
largely responsible for a net 
decline of 716 per cent. 
Among .women of the same 
age, the decline was oven 
more spectacular — a' drop of 
56 per cent In the death rate 
associated with high blood 
pressure, and a decrease of U!> 
per cent in that from stroke. 

Probably the largest single 
factor in this important 
achievement was our recently 
discovered and newly-applied 
Knowledge that most cases of 
jiigh blood pressure can he 
controlled under medical su- 
pervision. Mainly, this in- 
volves drugs and diet chang- 
es. Improved treatment ob- 
viously has had a favorable 
effect on the stroke picture 
since some strokes occur as 
a complication of high blood 
pressure. Additionally other 
aspects of the cardiovascular 
picture have improved thanks 
to procedures which prevent 
repeat attacks of rheumatic 
fever, the use of artery 
grafts - and artificial heart 
valves, effective methods for 
combatting such once-fatal 
disorders as bacterial endo- 
carditis. 

Happily, the decline In the 
cardiovascular death rate 
during this decade and a half 
was not confined to men apd 
women in their primc-of-lifc. 
Over the same period the 
cardiovascular death rate for 
those aged 5-24 declined 35 
per cent. For those aged 25- 
44. it decreased 10 per cent. 

As a result of these ad- 
vances people everywhere ac- 
quired not only a new meas- 
ure of hope but also a new 
feeling of determination to 
speed the conquest of heart 
and blood vessel disease, with 
their Heart Association serv r 
ing as the central and spear- 
heading forced behind the 
effort. Moreover, in those IS 
years, it has become appar- 
ent for the* first time that the 
average man can do certain 
things to reduce his risk of 
heart attack.
